MOSCOW — The Soviet Union 
won a guarded endorsement from 
its six Warsaw Pact allies Tuesday 
for its planned response to the 
scheduled deployment of new U.S.

GREENWICH Connecticut — 
A 100-foot (30-meter) section of an 
interstate highway bridge collapsed 
before dawn Tuesday, hurling 
trucks and care 70 feel into the Mi- 
anus River.

The three eastbound lanes of the 
bridge dropped into the river at 
about 1:30 A.M. on Interstate 95, 
Connecticut's main highway into 
New York City about 3) mites (32 
kilometers) to the southwest, a 
Greenwich Fire Department 
dispatcher said.'

Yasuhiro Nakasone, As national elections go 
it was less than crucial, since it involved only 
half the seats in the upper house of the Diet, 
and the power is in the lower house. But as a 
test of Mr. Nakasone's standing it was a sig- 
nificant victory for a style of leadership that is 
unorthodox by Japanese standards. 

Mr. Nakasone has been talking openly and 
explicitly about larger international responsi- 
bilities for Japan, including responsibilities for 
defense, a subject that Japanese politicians 
have for many years avoided discussing in 
public. His comments have generated great 
controversy in Japan, bat Ins trips abroad 
have been uniformly successful Last winter he 
visited Korea; it was the first time a Japanese 
prime minister had been there since World 


War IL and in view of a decidedly scratchy 
relationship it was a rather risky venture. He 


came to Washington for talk* with President 
Reagan. And last month he made a swing 
through five Southeast Asian countries, talk- 
ing about trade and defense, before coming to 
the United States again for the economic poli- 


cy meeting at Williamsburg. Whatever else 
Japanese voters think of Mr. Nakasone. Sun- 
day’s mums suggest that they consider him 
effective in dealing with the rest of the world. 

With inflation and unemployment both re- 
markably low, politics in Japan is not driven 
by the same anxieties that drive most other 
industrial countries. But it has its own ten- 
sions. A former prime minister, Kakuri Tana- 
ka, is undo- prosecution for accepting bribes 
from Lockheed, and Mr. Tanaka continues to 
be a figure of great influence in Mr. Naka- 
sone's Liberal Democratic Party. 

Mr. Tanaka wanted elections for the lower 
boose to be held last weekend, simultaneously 
with those for the upper bouse. The idea was 
to get them all over before Mr. Tanaka faces 
the verdict that he expects in the autumn. Mr. 
Nakasone's refusal was a way of putting dis- 
tance between himself and Mr. Tanaka. That 
gesture seems to have strengthened Mr. Naka- 
sone substantially, both last Sunday and in 
preparing for the much more important dec- 
dons for the lower house that will probably 
be held early next year.

Why has Syria “expdkd” Yasser Arafat and 
encouraged a further split in the decimated 
ranks of the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion? Since President Hafez al-Assad has no 
obvious interest in completing the job begun 
by General Ariel Sharon a year ago. the reason 
must be devious — and im p ort a nt mnngh to

The official explanations from Damascus 
provide a due, but not if read literally. The 
Syrians denounce Mr. Arafat as a “defeatist” 
who has “chosen the path of the wilderness.” 
Some take this to be an accusation that he has 
wearied of challenging Israel and sold out the 
•Arab cause by flirting last winto* with Presi- 
dent Reagan’s plan for negotiations; this inter- 
pretation casts the Syrians as they would like 
to be seen — as punishing Mr. Arafat for 
being tempted by half a loaf; as avenging his 
betrayal of his own people. 

But then why did they wait six months? Or 
take public responsibility for further weaken- 


ing the PLO? Why cripple the PLO to save its

soul? If the Syrians really meant to sHeace the 
Palestinians' only international voice, why not 
just arrange to have Mr. Arafat shot? 

We have a different hypothesis; one that 
reads the words “path of the wilderness” a dif- 
ferent way. The wilderness seems to mean any- 
where but under Syria's control. In fact, since 
his eviction from Beirut, Mr. Arafat has been

What has Mr. Assad to fear from 8,000 al- 
lies in Lebanon’s Befcaa valley?

Whar he most fears is that 
the uncontrolled PLO forces will keep provok- 
ing the nearby Israeli army with hit-and-run 
attacks, and that, by design or otherwise, these 
assaults will draw Syria and Israel into anoth- 
er conflict —something which neither wants. 

The issue thus becomes how to wrest con- 
trol of the PLO fighters from Mr. Arafat. 
Hence the Syrian-sponsored “revolt” made 
the PLO, winch occurred only after Syria re- 
jected the American plan for coordinated Is- 
raeli and Syrian withdrawals from Lebanon. 

Syria has thus opted for indefinite partition 
of Lebanon into Israeli- and Syrian-held 
zones. It promises to be an untidy but easy 
arrangement, provided only that no PLO fire-

Yet the impulse remains to do 
what is possible to hdp nations that 
are determined to develop their soci- 
eties and politics to enable greater 
numbers of people to participate.

The latest hopeful venture in pro- 
moting democracy abroad b^an in 
London in June last year when Presi- 
dent Reagan proclaimed in the 
House of Lords that “it is time that 
we committed ourselves as a nation, 
in both public and private sectors, to 
assisting democratic development” 
Again, the means and not the mer- 
its have been in question. Late last 
year the U.S. Information Agency 
proposed its “Project Democracy,” 
designed to pump $65 million into a 
complex of 48 programs of varying 
value. Capitol Hill's response was 
anything out enthusiastic, and in- 
cluded the noddy expressed fear that 
such a government-run project could 
become tainted with ideology. 

All was not lost, however. Out of 
the limelight, a parallel program was 
taking shape in the name of unHkdy 
bedfellows: the Republican ana 
Democratic national committees, 
plus big labor (the AFL-CIO) and 
big business (the U5. Chamber of 
Commerce). Under the chairmanship 
of William E Brock 3d, U.S. special 
trade representative and former Re- 
publican national cha ir ma n , top 
leaders of these organizations met 
frequently and have concaved a rival 
“Democracy Program.”

LONDON — Scotland's political map after the gen- 
eral election of June 9 might seem to the outsider a 
model of calm and continuity. Margaret Thatcher’s 
whirlwind victory might seem to have caused little 
change in its contours.

Mr. Gray, who was defeated in the recent elections, based 
his outlook on what the major oil companies are idling him 
in 'light of the March budget, which contained substantial 
beneficial changes for North Sea development. Mr. Gray — 
along with many others— had become convinced that a too- 
severe tax system was threatening to drive the companies 
away from the North Sea. He lobbied vigorously on their 
behalf.

EDINBURGH — High technology is reshaping the Scot- 
tish economy. 

Employment, in electronics, estimated at around 40,000 
people, already exceeds jobs in more traditional activities 
such as shipbuilding and mi n in g . With the added benefit of 
60.000 to TOjOOOKTmoffjobs from the North Sea ail devel- 
opment erf the 1970s. Scotland is well placed to enjoy contin- 
uing prosperity from involvement in the “sunrise" indus- 
tries. 

In fact, the electronics business has been generating jots 
in Scotland for longer than even most Scots realize. The 
foundations of the present industry go back to the postwar 
expansion, when central Scotland was chosen as a location 
for the manufacture of electromechanical business machines 
by a group of leading UJ5. companies including IBM, Bur- 


roughs. Honeywell and NCR. Specialist manufacturers in 
the defense electronics field had already established opera- 
tions in Scotland. 

These developments put Scotland in a strong position to 
take advantage of (he microchip revolution of the 1960s and 
1970s. The U.S. business machine manufacturers moved 
more fully into production of electronics, while Scotland's 
proven reputation as a manufacturing center helped to at- 
tract other U.S. and Japanese companies involved in related 
fields. There are now more than 200 first- and second-gener- 
ation electronics companies in Scotland; expansion pro- 
grams have resulted in investment totaling £500 million dur- 
ing the last five years. 

Companies of British origin provide about 55 percent of 
existing jobs in electronics, while U.S- enterprises provide 40 
percent.

The passions that led to that movement are still there, 
though they are searching for a new political voice. 

It would be wise for Mrs. Thatcher to ponder this, 
as some of her Scottish colleagues do regularly. Al- 
though it may look as though the Scottish issue has 
gone away, the lesson of history for any British gov- 
ernment is that it will never disappear completely. 
When the next upsurge comes, as it certainly will a 
prudent government will have its response ready. It is 
far from Mrs. Thatcher’s mind at the moment but, 
like such issues as changes in the House of Lords, it 
could yet bring on another constitutional nightmare.

Scotland's forestry industry, too, 
is recovering from the serious blow 
it suffered in 1980 when the Wig- 
gins Teape pulp mill at Fort Wil- 
liam in the West Highlands dosed, 
leaving 400 workers jobless and 
depriving foresters of a major mar- 
ket for the steadily increasing vol- 
ume of timber being produced 
from the woodlands planted in the 
25 years following World War IL 

Scotland has 800,000 hectares 
(1.976 million acres) of productive 
softwood forest, nearly 30 percent 
more than Fji glnnd and Wales to- 
gether. Over tbe next 15 years, 
Scottish production of logs for 
sawmilling will increase by 80 per- 
cent to about 1.5 milli on cubic me- 
ters a year. Production of small 
round wood, tbe forest thinnings 
used in the pulp and board indus- 
tries, will also reach 15 million cu- 
bic meters in tbe same period, an 
increase of 130 percent. 

The desperate search for markets 
in the aftermath of the Fort Wil- 
liam closure has resulted in small 
roundwood being shipped to Scan- 
dinavian pulp arms. This, it is ad- 
mitted freely is forestry circles, 
makes little economic sense in a 
connny Jhal imports more than 90 
percent of its timber and wood 
product requirements. But both the 
state-controlled Forestry Commis- 
sion and the increasingly influen- 
tial private sector, the beneficiary 
of the new Conservative govern- 
ment's determination to diminish 
state dominance of forestry, have 
been forced into the low-profit ex- 
port business to keep thdr work 
forces intact and their plantations 
in good order. 

Bat its imminent boom in timber 
onqnrt provides Scotland with an 
unnvaled asset. Future timber pro- 
duction in much of North America 
and Scandinavia is already allocat- 
ed to existing industries, the Scot- 
tish timber resource, as e mp hasized 
in a recent report by Arthur D. Lit- 
tle Ltd_ consultants, is uncommit- 
ted in that sense. 

The Little report to the Scottish 
Office and the Scottish Develop- 
ment Agency anticipated a total in- 
vestment of £300 million over 15 
years in pulp, sawmilling and panel 
and board products. In Marti of 
this year United Paper, a major 
Finnish forest industry corpora- 
tion, decided to build on integrated 
newsprint and pulp mill at Shot- 
ion, m north Wales. The United 
paper plant will cost £135 million 
and will account for most small 
roundwood production in England 
and Wales for the rest of the centu- 
ry.

5 New Towns Represent the Changed Face of Scottish Industry

. GLASGOW — They sprang from the notion 
of an overspilling population and have grown to 
be the symbol at an that is hopeful for the fu- 
'■ture of Scotland. The five new towns that blos- 
somed in the aftermath of World War n have 
had to face a specific economic ehaiiwiy 

' Few could have envisaged that the role of 
these modem communities would ^ 

swiftly significant, caused by the rapid decline 
*bf tbe traditional industries such as shipbuild- 
ing and heavy engineering. 

It is hardly surprising that the Scots will tell 
you with pride about East Kilbride, just a few 
'miles south of Glasgow; Cumbernauld, IS mil*; 
noth of the city, Livingston, which lies IS miles 
from Edinburgh; Glenrothes, the a dminis trative 
'headquarters of the Kingdom of Fife; or Iryine, 
a “new town” with the paradoxical beast that 
■Robert Bums lived there 200 years ago. 

-■ Together, they represent the new face of Scot- 


tish industry — that generation of electronics, 
light engineering and ofl-rdaied products that 
have not been hmdered by die discovery of oil 
in the North Sea. 

These towns represent a gateway to Europe 
for many overseas companies, among which are 
Rockwell, Motorola, Burroughs, Beckman In- 
struments and Nippon. 

In 1947, East Kilbride, in the Lanarkshire 
countryside, was the choice for Scotland's first 
new tom The village of 2,400 has become a 
town of 72,000 and may rise to 86.000 by the 
end of the century. In common with other new 
towns, East KObnde is also . undertaking a study 
at the request of the Secretary of State for Scot- 
land, George Younger, to gauge what has yet to 
be done ana how long the development corpo- 
rations need to exist before giving way to the 
regular pattern of local authority democracy. 

While they survive over the next decade or 
more, no effort is being spared to give tbe towns 


shape and prosperity. Recession has forced 
them to run faster to stand sulL East Kilbride, 
for example, suffered from the closure of facto- 
ries belonging to Better Sound Reproduction, 
with a loss of 2J0O jobs. On the other hand. 
Motorola has a £6Q-mfllion expansion under 
way far its conductor circuits, raising its work 
force from 1,300 to 2JXX) in the next two years. 

In the eastern half of Scotland, in the King- 
dom of Fife, the one-street village of Glen- 
rothes, with 1,000 inhab itants, became the sec- 
ond new town. Today, it has a population of 
38,000, but when it tops the 50,000 mark, as 
planned, it will outpace the towns of Kirkcaldy 
and Dunfermline to become the major conurba- 
tion of Fife 

Situated 30 miles from Edinburgh and 23 
miles from Dundee, Glenrothes has attracted 23 
companies in the electronics field and offers 
employment for 15,000. The most recent addi- 
tion acquisition is Applied Computer Tech- 


niques of Birmingham, which has made a £10 
million start-up for personal computers. 

Nearer Glasgow, Cumbernauld no longer re- 
gards the Glasgow overspill as a top priority, as 
it now surpasses the 50.000 population and con- 
centrates on attracting tbe smaller companies, a 
direct result of the suffering it endured when 
Burroughs made a drastic cutback in the 1970s. 
The town is diversifying into everything, from 
J.L. Grove making work platforms for the oil 
industry to Bean Products LtcL, a Scottish en- 
terprise making soy sauce as a result of research 
at Strathclyde university. 

Cumbernauld is home of the Tryst Sports 
Center, with international facilities, and has a 
cultural life centered around the Cumbernauld 
Theater, which attracts some of the finest com- 
panies in the country. 

In view of current government policy, winch 
wants to replace corporation bomesbuilding 
with the private sector, Cumbernauld is already 
at the top of the list of new towns, with 37 per- 
cent of owner-occupied bouses. 


Livingston, fast 'taking shape as the largest 
town in the Lothian Region after Edinburgh. 15 
miles away, was designated Iasi year. It has at- 
tracted 170 new companies, largely in the elec- 
tronics and health-care fields, and' has recently 
lured NEC, the Japanese semiconductor manu- 
facturer, which will provide jobs for 800 by 
1985. Livingston also is to have the first Japa- 
nese video recorder factory in Scotland, prorid- 
ing 120 jobs, built by Mitsubishi Electric, later 
this year. 

Burr-Brown from Arizona has just started to 
produce electronic hardware in Livingston, and 
the health authorities are building me largest 
hospital complex in Western Europe there. 

As each new town seeks to heighten its dis- 
tinctive features, Irvine can claim to be the only 
one by the sea, situated on the Ayrshire coast 
where the River Clyde meets the Atlantic. 

It is also tbe only one to be built upon an 
existing tows, an ancient burgh of 33,000 peo- 


ple. which can count the foremost Scottish poet. 
Robert Bums, among its former citizen.*..

WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
merchandise trade deficit rose to a 
record 56.91 billion in Mav, the 
Commerce Department reported 
Tuesday,- prompting officials to 
raise their estimate for the year’s 
deficit. 

“It probably wQJ be closer to 570 
billion" than to the original projec- 
tion of $60 billion, said David 
Lund, Commerce Department eco- 
nomic advisee. 

Officials attribute the growing 
trade deficit to an overvalued dol- 
lar,. which makes U.S. exports ex- 
pensive for foreigners and malms 
foreign goods cheaper for Ameri- 
cans. A new additional factor is the 
accelerating U.S. recovery, which 
increases demand by Americans 
for imports, officials said.

BEUING — China appears to be 
ready to sign major contracts with 
international oil companies over 
the next few months, continuing 
the first round of bidding in its am- 
bitious offshore oil deyek^nneat 
program, according to oil industry 
sources here and in Hong Kong. 

British Petroleum led a $ronp of 
five companies in an initial con- 
tract last month. Other likely con- 
tenders ratK Tgin g from secret nego- 
tiations are Bourn and Shell. Texa- 
co and Chevron, Occidental and 
Hf- Aquitaine, and Japan National 
Ofl Col, the sources said. 

They said Phillips Petroleum, 
Amoco and Mobil bad also been in 
talks with niitia National Offshore 
Oil Carp. The Occidental Elf 
group may be the next to sign, 
though opinion varies as to when, 
with some saying July, others Aug- 
ust the sources said. 

Tricentrol may join the Occiden- 
tal group, they added. “Occidental 
is strapped for cash. Elf has the 
money and Tricentrol has a good 
North Sea record," one oilman 
noted.

N EW YORK — When I go 
bade, to my hometown with 
my world-weary New York eyes 
and my expensive New York teeth 
the folks always look arise in that 
sty superior country way. That's 
parity becansc they’re countiy peo- 
ple* and m hometown — Morri- 
sonville, Virginia — is a country 
town, nestled as it is three miles 
south of metropolitan Lovetisville 
and two miles north of Wheatland, 
which is not a town at all but just a 
sign on the side of the road. 

^Partly though, it’s also because 
of Frank Sinatra, whose voice 
reaches everywhere, even to Morri- 
SHlvOte, with his musical paean to 
New York Gty, a song that says if 
a person can “make it there* he 
can “make it anywhere." 

I’ve noticed that dyed-in-the- 
wool New Yorkers — maybe I 
should call them spray-pain ted-in- 
the-subway New Yorkers — always 
look as if they're having a hard 
time keeping from patting them- 
selves on the back when Frank 
sings this song.

Morrisonviiie people don't seem 
to respond the same way. Truth is, 
if they weren't such sweet people, 
Td say their response is an inner 
sneer. I first detected this a few 
weeks ago when Lester, with the 
big bouse down by the creek, asked 
if I was “making it up there In New 
York." 

Since my idea of “making it" in 
New York is not getting run down 
by a bicyclist or a car running a red 
light, I said, “Guess so, Lester."

“I heard the man sing that if you 
can make it in New York you can 
make it anywhere," he said.

What- 
ever it is you're making in New 
York, Fd sort of like to see you 
mala* some right here." 

“ft’s just a song, Lester. You 
know songs areally." 

He went off to make bay, after 
pointing out that though he could 
make hay right there in Morrison- 
ville nobody had ever claimed that 
if you could make hay there you 


could make it anywhere, for the 
simple reason that though hay was 
very easy to make in much of the 
country, even those who made it 
best wouldn’t be able to make it in 
downtown Los Angeles, if there 
was such a place. 

In this l detected a gentle rustic 
contempt for my suave New York 
worldliness. True, I couldn't make 
hay in Monisonville because I 
didn't know the recipe, but on the 
other hand Lester probably 
couldn’t navigate the Union 
Square subway station without get- 
ting lost I let it pass. 

• 

On the next visit, however, I en- 
countered the ghost of my Uncle 
Bruce outside the ruins of my 
grandmother’s house in the very 
spot where he used to hide his 
moonshine behind the lime barrel. 
He, too, bad been listening to 
Frank Sinatra. 

Uncle Bruce, who had lived and 
died in Morrison ville, was in an 
uncharacteristically melancholy 
mood. “Guess you're making it up 
there in New York, boy," he said. 

“Getting along. Day by day. 
Paying the rent. Keeping the spray 
paint off my Sunday suit,” I said. 

“I did that much right here in 
Monisonville,” he said, “and it was 
hard toiL Of course, l wouldn’t say 
I was making it. Then, on the other 
hand, it wasn't easy to make it in 
Morrisonviiie. TTiat’s what grinds 
me every time I hear Sinatra ting 
that song." 

“How does a ghost hear, Unde 
Bruce?” 

“What that song should say, if 
the writer knew anything.” he said, 
ignoring my question, “is that mak- 
ing it in New York is a lark betide 
trying to make it in Morrisonviiie."

C OPENHAGEN — From a 
distance they seem like toy 
soldiers, wound and programmed 
to march the cobblestone streets 
of old Copenhagen. 

As the tom h all dock strikes 
noon the column of bearskin hats 
parades through the heart of the 
city to “It’s a Long Way to Tip- 
perary” and “Sl Louis woman. 

Thursday, Copenhageners will 
join Queen Margrethe II and 
other members of the royal fami- 
ly in a birthday salute on the 
325th anniversary of the Royal 
Danish Life Guards, real-life pro- 
tectors of the monarchy and a de- 
light to tourists and locals alike. 

"We think we arc the most elite 
soldiers in Denmark," said a 20- 
y ear-old guardsman, John Ander- 
sen. “It's our job to guard the 

3 u6en, and we're very proud to 
o iL It does something to our 
hearts to belong to this group, be- 
cause we love our queen,” be stud. 

Between 5,000 and 6,000 Life 
Guards are expected to parade 
through Copenhagen on the 
birthday march. 

“This large number includes 
guardsmen presently on duty and 
former members of our group liv- 
ing here, in the United States and 
in Canada," said Major B.O. 
Mathiesen, the unit’s public rela- 
tions director. “The march is a 
rare opportunity for the foreign 
tourist to view us this summer, 
because our full units don’t 
march through the city when the 
queen or members of her family 
are not in their city residence.” 

The festivities begin 30 miles 
west of Copenhagen in RoskHde, 
the ancient Viking capital and 
burial ground erf meet Danish 
kings and queens. After the 8 
A.M. flag-raising ceremony out- 
tide RoskSde Cathedral, mem- 
bers of the royal family and se- 
lected Life Guards and their 
guests will attend a commemora- 
tive service in the cathedral. 

“We chose to start this day in 
Roskilde because every monarch 
we have served during our 325 
years is buried in the cathedral,” 
said Mathiesen. The queen will 
attend the service accompanied 
by her French consort Prince 
Henrik, and their two sons, 
Crown Prince Frederik, 15, and 
Prince Joachim, 14. 

After the service the Life

Guards will return to Copen- 
hagen to join their fellow guards- 
men at the parade start at Tivoli 
Gardens, which is just outside the 
original walls of Copenhagen. 
They wiU parade along the Slroe- 



■home of Hans Christian Ander- 
sen. They then turn north to 
Rosenborg Castle, home of the 
life Guards and the Danish 
crown jewels. 

On special occasions such as 
this the gala colors with the royal 
coat of arms are used by the Life 
Guards instead of the battalion 
colors, which are displayed daily. 
The giMfdwpgp appear is thor 
scarlet full-dress uniforms instead 
of their normal dark-blue dress 
uniforms. 

“I think the people of Den- 
mark look on us u a national 
symbol," Mathiesen said, “some- 
thing we should have." He said 
that of about 40,000 former 
guardsmen about 15JXX) are orga- 
nized into assocations here, in 
North America and in Argentina. 

“We have 70 local dubs in 
Denmark alone, and in the Unit- 
ed States and Canada there are 
more than a dozen assocations," 
said Mathiesen. “We also have in- 


stances of several generations 
serving together, because in the 
Life Guards there is a strong 
tradition to main tain (amity ties. 
As many as six brothers have 
served together " he said. 

There are three divisions in the 
Life Guards. First is the Guards 
Company, bet known for its 
duty at the royal residences. The 
second division is the Standing 
Forces, mechanized infantry 
trained for combat. They spend 
six months in infantry training 
and another three months in in- 
struction at Rosenborg Castle. 
Nine months is the ordinary mili- 
tary duty for soldiers in Den- 
mark. The third is the Music 
Corps, which gives occasional 
concerts and often participates in 
events abroad. The c omp etition 
for new bandsmen is stiff, with 
winners usually coming from the 
Royal Conservatory of Music. 

On June 30, 1658. King Freder- 
ik ffl inaugurated His Royal Ma- 
jesty's Life Regiment, or the 
King’s Life Regiment of Fool, to 
defend Denmark and what is now 
Norway against Swedish invad- 
ers. 

The current dress uniform de- 
veloped over three centuries. 
“Over the years our uniforms 
have changed for varying rea- 


sons,” said Mathiesen. “We don't 
try to follow Fans, but sometimes 
one detign is in and later oul” 

The scarlet color of the uni- 
form was first introduced in 1660, 
the white bandoliers in 1757, the 
sword tassels in 1783, the bando- 
lier shields in 1788, the bearskins 
in 1803, blue trousers with white 
stripes in 1822, the Royal Cypher 
on the shoulders in 1842, the dark 
blue tunic in 1848. and the white 
rifle stings in 1955. Today's blue 
dress Luufbrm with bearskin hat 
was introduced in the wars of 
1848-50 and 1864, and in 1940 
the same uniform without bear- 
skins could be seen. 

Although most members of the 
early Life Guards sported impres- 
sive mustaches, a raise mustache 
was available in case the com- 
mander became ffl and his re- 
placement jgrfrffd ferial hair 

The guards cany swords cap- 
tured by the Prussians after Na- 
poleon’s defeat in 1815, and tak- 
en in turn by the Danes in the 
1848-50 war with Prussia. 

“For King and People" is the 
motto of the Life Guards, and 
twice during their 325 years have 
they tightly interwoven this link 
with the course of Danish history. 

In 1771. Denmark was ruled by 
the young schizop hreni c hgg 


Christian VII, who preferred 
being an actor to running a coun- 
try. He was married to the Eng- 
Bxh Princess Caroline Maritime, 
who became involved in an affair 
with the German Count Johann 
Stnwnsce, chief- pfayririan and 
adviser to her husband. 

Hoping to gather support for a 
palace coup. Struensee disbanded 
the Life Guards in the summer of 
1771 became they refused to 
desert the king. The citizens of 
Copenhagen fed and sheltered tire 
guards until Jan. 17, 1772, when 
Struensee was imprisoned. He 
was later executed and tire queen 
taken away from her dnloren. 
She (tied soon after. 

During World War IL .the Ger- 
mans all Danish mili- 

tary units and many of the Life * 
Guards fled to Sweden. Others 
formed two guards battalions in 
the resistance, and they were , in 
action during the liberation of 
Denmark onMay 4-3, 1945. 

There is a small bnt impressive 
Guards fafayann on tire grounds 
of Rosenborg Castle, open from 
II AM. to 3 PM. on Sundays afl 
year and on Tuesdays from May 
1 to Sept 30. There u also a spe- 
cial exhibition honoring tire Life 
Guards in the Magazine du Nod 
at Kongens Nytorv. ..
